radio at 0200 hours 2k Jul 5 U, Mentioned the neats of HAAS*” 



3* We told Moffett that we knew of HAAS as a long-tin# operator in Rone

ZatfllUgsnoo In Italy* Although Headquarters nay have m^r and 1— it' ate 
aeoess to this doc u me n t in Washington. wo are nevertheless attaohlng hereto a 
photo reproduction of the copy banded us* *e expressed appreciation of the MA*s 
oourtegf In showing us this report and inquired as to tfcsthsr or not he wished 
to identify the source of the information to us. Dmeoa said that he did act 
dear! re to idmtifjr the source, and that he had explicitly told Moffett not to 
reveal the source of this lnfomatlon In connection with Moffett's original .. 
call. He stated that the reason for this was that the laibrMnt "belonged” to 
one of the Italian services with dxn be. Dawson, believed us to be In touch# 

He further added that be was endeavoring to discourage oontaot with this In* 
fonent with his on office, lest the Italians subset that the Mi was endeavoring 
to use one of their o« agents against then* In view of this feeling on Dawson's 
pert. we. of course, did not press for identification of hie inforaent#
